The defen.se, on the other 
hand, asserts that AC gnard Paul 
Krasnes, later slain, illegally 
brought the gun into the prison in 


his back pocket, pulling it oui as 
Jackson undressed followong a 
visït with lawyer Stephen Bing- 
ham, 

The defense also charges that 
George Jackson was not killed as 
he ran across the AC yard, buL 
was assassinated while he lay on 
the ground, wounded in the ankle 
and unable to move.

Joe Diones, the 65 year-old 
manager and head of the Tenants 
Associaüon at the hotel, locuted 
al 848 Keamy Street, here in the 
dty.

Ecommists poinl out that in 
ihis country’s current recession, 
unemployment among Black 
youlh is the highest and the most 
unyiolding. A New Turft Times 
feature stressed that there is Uttle 
chance of Black teenagers mnving 
out of ihis “perpetual state of 
joblessness or of getting out of 
the syndrome which offers noth- 
ing hul low-paying jobs with no 
secunty or chances for advance- 
ment/ r 

Commenting on the problem. 
16-year-old Denise Da vis said, T 
don’t fil mto school anymore, i 
don’t have a husband or a baby to 
take care of. And 1 don't have a 
job. I jusl feel lost/' 

The false projections that job- 
lessness anvong Black teenagers 
will be roduced hy the normal 
process of labor markei activily 
is contradicted by the persistente 
of jobleas rates even in pïosper- 
ous timcs. 

In 1955. the jobless rate for 
Black teenagers was 15,8 per 
cent h eompared with 10.3 per cent 
for Whiles of the same agé, In 
1965 1 il was 26.4 per cent, 
eompared with 13.4 per cent for 
Whiles t and in 1973, it was 30,2 
per cent for Blacks eompared with 
12,6 per cent for White youth. 

RECENT STATISTICS 

The most recent sta listics are 
even more depressing. As of 
June* 1076» according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistica, the 
unemplnyment rate for Black 
teenagers was 40,3 per cent, 
eompared to 16.1 per cent for 
Whites of the same age group, 
This figure re presents an in- 
creaae in the rate for Blacks from 
the prevjous month and a de^ 
creue for Whites. 

Describmg the ' doublé disad- 
vanloge'' faced by mmority 
youlh, Mervin D. Field, the 
director of the Field Research 
Corporation in Los Angelos, 
staled, "Because of their age, 
they haven't had time to eslablish 
their work record. And because of 
their race, they have a harder 
Linie because programs cspecially 
design éd for Blacks have al most 
disappeared. 

'The failure to auack these 
problcms/' he soid, "is tanta- 
mount to w'riüng off lht> futüre of 
Black peoplé."

mitïion damage suit filed against 
the FBI, f oderat agent Josepb 
Furrer invoked his Fifth Amend- 
ment privilege against self- 
ineriminotion over 80 times in his 
Leslimony last week, 

Furrer, who has headcd the 
FRFs investigation of the So¬ 
cialist Werkers Party (SWP) aince 
1971, had lo be ordered by U,S. 
District Cöurt Judge Thomas 
Griesa Lo anawer questionfi as 
basic as whelher he worked for 
the FBI The SWP guit accuses 
the defendants of burglary, wire- 
Lyppjng, mail tampering and 
ether forms of harassment. 

During a -ifi-minme session in 
the office of SVV F Inwyer Leonard 
Boudin last week. Furrer fïnaJLy 
acknowledgüd he had been with 
the FBI for 26 years, but took the 
Fifth Amendment on such ques- 
tions as whelher his work had any 
conneciicm with the SWP. At a 
court session Judge Gries o sug- 
gested that Furrer is one of at 
least 20 agent» who ore under 
Justice Department investigalion 
for domestic break-ins that oc- 
curred in 1972 and 1973 — sïx 
years after the FBI daimed Lts 
‘"black bog” jobs had unded. (Se© 
hst week's issue of THK BLACK 
PANTHEH.) 

Among the questions Furrer 
refused to answer was whether he 
knew of any surveillance, bur- 
gtariesor wireiaps against Boud- 
in and members of hia law fimi. 
Fiirrer's refusftl lo answer was 
significant becouse Ehe targets of 
the 1972-73 brefck-ins were fam¬ 
ilies and frionds of WeaLher 
Underground Fugitives. Boudin’s 
daughter Kalhy is one of the 
group’a leaders and has beert 
duding Lhe FBI for nearly eight 
years.

"Duke'' and "Rommel" Uhe 
latter was a goneral under Adolph 
Hitler Ln Na?i Gercnany) are the 
aliases of the tsvo men who eam 
their living supplying Information 
assistance to prospective mer- 
cenaries to fight on the side of 
Rhodesia's White minority settler 
regime. The mercénary recruiters 
use smal] Seottle-area newB- 
papers to advertise for men 
bet ween 18 and 30 who are 
self-styled 'anti-communists ' or 
who seek money and odventurc in 
Africa. 

Dut of fear for their lives + 
"Duke" and “Rommel" do not 
want their re al names published, 
Their headquarters is the base¬ 
ment of a house near Green Lake 
where they regularly conduct 
eight-hour seminars on Rhodesia. 

In an interview with the Seattle 
Times, "Duke,” 27„ said thai 
about 100 people have paid up lo 
$20 for information on being a 
mercenary in Rhodesia, but that 
so far Tom Nobles is the only one 
who has been accepted by the 
Rhodesion governmeni of "Prime 
Minister " lan Smith. 

"Duke," who served aa a 
platen leader in Vietnam, claims 
that there is nothing illegal about 
his work becouse he is uot 
recruitmg mercenaHes for Rho- 
desia but merely providing 
interested peopte writh Uiforma- 
üon. "ra completeiy legal to 
learn how- to become a merce- 
nary,” he insists. 

Commenting on the execution 
of the four foreign mercenaries 
and the sentencing of their 


them as "the misbegotten fools 
on trial in Angola," He insis:ed 
that no real mercen&ry would 
aliow hlmself to be caught, 

Tom Robles, 23 T insists that he 
is not a mercenary but a man with 
a mOral commitment to fight 
"ixinimunisni" and that to serve 
with the miütary forces of the 
Smith regime in Rhodesia is an 
opportunUy to fight evïl. Nobles 
will leave for Rhodesia later this 
month where he will earn $2,000 
a month in whatover currency he 
chooöes. 


According to Nobles. who lives 
in Bellevue. Washington, he is 
not a "bona fide" mercenary 
because "This is not something I 
would do for just anyone. ( 
wmildn't have gone to Angola or 
Vietnam. A bona Ëde mercenary 
would have." 

ïn Rhodesia, Nobles wRl serve 
ftS an "anti-tenorist" police 
ofFicer. Along with nine Black 
govemment troops he witl Uve for 
s Lx to eight weeks in the 
Rhodesiun counïryside "We'll 
literpJJy corry on guerrilla worfare 
ogoinsi leiTorists — use their cwn 
methods against them in search- 
and-destroy missiona." he 
explained.

membera of the AFT in the June 
issue of their paper in Chicago, 
Research Associates Interna¬ 
tional reporter Michael Gelb 
reports. 

The June issue of SuèsfonCé, 
published by a teachers' Union 
unit, has re lens cd some docu- 
ments obtained via an earlier law- 
suit by the AfrO’American Paimb 
tnen f s League. The documents 
and Substiincp indicatc that Ms. 
SheJi Luikin was denoted as 
“Agent 436“ and used her 
posilion in the AFT and* as a 
friend of Chicago Peace Council 
leader Sylvja Kushner to spy on 
unions, ethnic groups, feminist 
caucuses in and out of the Union 
and a broad list of other local, 
natïonal and international causes.

Even before we coined the 
phraao, i had long ihought about 
the idea nf God. ! could nol accept 
the Bibhcal version; the Bible is 
too ftill of contradiciions and 
irralionality. Either you accept it. 
and bèlieve, or you do not, I could 
nol helïeve. I have arrived at my 
understanding of what is meant 
by God through other meaiis — 
through philosophy t logic. and 
seniantïcs, 

My opinion is that the term 
■'God" belongs to the realm of 
concepts. that it is dependent 
upon man for its existence. If God 
does not exist unless man exisis, 
Lhen man must be here to 
produce God. It logically foliows, 
then, that man created God, and 
if the cteator is greuter than that 
which is created, then we mu^i 
hold thal man is the highest goed. 

EARLIEA PERJOPS 

f can understand why mati feels 
the need to create God, parlicu- 
Inrly in earher periods of hislory 
when scientifie understanding 
was limited. The phenomena that 
man observed around him in the 
u n iverse somel im es o v erw h e 1 1 n e d 
him; he could (int esplain or 
account for them, Therefore, he 
crealcd something in his mind 
that was "greafer" than these 
phenomena, someihïng that was 
responsibte for the mysteries in 
nature. 

But I think that when man 
dings to the idea of a God, whom 
he has created and placed in the 
héavens, he actually reduces him- 
seïf and hb nwn potentiaL The 
more he tttlributes to God. the 
more inferior he becomes, the 
less respoiisible for his nwn 
destiny. He says lo Gt)d, T am 
weak bul thou art mighty," and 
therefore accepls things as they 
are, content lo leave the running 
of the world lo a supernaiural 
force greoier than himself. This 
attitude embodios a kind of 
ffttalbm, which is inimical to 
grnwtb and change On the other 
hand. ihe greater man becomes, 
the less his God wSïl be. 

None of this means that I om 
completely hoslile to the many 
beautiful and admirable things 
o bout reügion. When 1 speak of 
certain aspects of society tu Black 


people, the use of religieus 
phraseofogy flows naturally, and 
the audicnce rpsponse is genuine. 
I also read the Bible frequently. 
not only for ils poetry, but abo for 
its ivisdóm and insight. SUIL 
mlich of the Bible is madness. 1 
cannot accept, for example, the 
notion of divine iaw and respon- 
sibility to "God.' 

As far as 1 am concerned, if 
men are reaponsible beings. they 
ought to be responsible to each 
other. And so, when we say "AÜ 
Power lo the People." we mean 
to convey a sense of deep respect 
and love for ihe people. and ihe 
idea that the people deserve 
complete truth and honesty. The 
judgmenl of histöry i$ the judg- 
ment oPthe people. Thai is the 
motivatlng and controlling idea of 
our very r exisUmce

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"HISTORY WILL ABSOIVE ME" 


By Fidel Castro 

On the nsght of Juiy 26. 1953 , 165 Caban 
men and iwo (romen, under tke commond of a 
brilliant yotmg iauyer named Fidel Castro, 
launched on arméd revolt against the hated 
Batista tUciatorship, attackmg the Moncada 
Army Barracks in Santiago dé Cuba A fterce 
batiie ensuéd, but the yourtg combaiants were 
eventuaUy overpowered ond taken prisoner. 
Seventy of those captured were tortured to 
death before morning. 

Three monifts later, on Octobcr 13, Fidel 
Castro addressed on Emergency Tribvnoi 
ronuerced in o pnoninciai hospita/. Tricd 
xeparateh from the others, Castro 's trial was 
the last of the Moncada survivora — all had 
received stiff sentences ai the wretched Isle of 
Pmes Pnsön. 

For five haars, Ftdei Castro addressed the 
cQiirt. For five hours t without the benefit of 
notes, in a room bare save for his accusers, a 
handfui af reporters and the military police 
who lined the watts, Fidel Castro upheld the 
dignity of the Cu ban peopte, defending the 
spirit of reifoit and revotatjon that burns witkin 
the heetis of alt oppressed humanity. 
Foüowing, in commemoration of the twenty- 
third annivcrsary of the Moncada altack, THE 
BLACK PANTHER presents a brief excerpt of 
Fidel Castro's eloquent address . 

“Hbnormble M&gistralea; 

"Never bas a lawyer had to practjee his 
profession under more difftcult conduions; 
never against an accused have more over- 
whelming irregiiUdtiea been committed. 
Here r counsel and accused are one and the 
same. As aiiorttey for the defense 1 have been 
denied even a look at the indietmeni. As the 


accused, ï have been. for the past seveniy-six 
dovs, shut awoy, in sdlitaty confinement — 
held incommunicado in violation of every legaJ 
and humati considération, 

"He who is speaking abhors — with all his 
bettig — anything that might be vam or 
childish. Neither by his temperament nor by 
his present frame of mind is he ïndinêd 
townrds oratorical poses — or towards any kind 
nf sensationalism. 1 om compelled to plead my 
own defense before ibis coürt, Th ere are two 
reasons: first, because 1 have been depnved 
almost enlirdy of legal ïüd; second, beefluse 
only he who has been outraged as deeply as f* 
and w r ho has seen his country so forsaken, ïts 
justice so reviled, can speak on an occasion like 
this wfth w r ords Ihnt are made of the blood of 
his own heari and the very marrow of truth, , . 

TAKO FOB GftANTED 

1 'It is lalyen for grantod thüt a lawyer s hou ld 
converse privately wilh his dient. This right is 
respected all over the world — escepi here, 
where a Cuban pnsoner of war is in the honds 
of cm Émp!acable Lyranny that abides by no 
code, legaJ or humane. Seither Dr. Pagliery 
nor E were willing to tnlerme sueh spying upon 
our strategy of defense for the oral trial. Dld 
they r perhaps, want to know in advance how 
we would reduce to dusi the elaborate 
ïalsehoods they had wm-en öroond the events 
of Cuarlel Moncada and how w r e were going to 
expase the terrible truihs they w r ouid go to 
such very great lengths to conceal? it w f as then 
that I decided to rnake use of my professional 
status as lawyer. I resolved to assume my own 
defense. 

You have publidy called this case Lpe most 
significant in the history of the Republic. If you 
sincerely tóieved so, you should nol have 


allowed the trial to be degraded. time after 
tïme, by the flouting of your autbority, 

"The first cotirt session was held on the 2Ui 
of September, Scandalously invading the 
courtroom w f ere o hundred soldiers armed wah 
machine guns and bayonets, They surrounded 
the more than a hundred persons sented in the 
prisoner f s doek. The mojority of Ihesê accusc-d 
had in no way been involved in our acts Thev 
had been iinder preventive arrest for m&ni 
duys s afier suffering all kinds of ouLragp 
abuse in the chambers of the repressie 
orgamzaïions. 

“The rest of the gallant and detemined 
accused were cager and proud to conbrm the 
mies that were iheirs in the batiie for freedom: 
to offer an example of unusual seif-sacrifice. 
and to deliver from the jaw^s of jail the o nes 
whom (the regime| with deUberate bad faith. 
had mcluded in the trial. Men w r ho had fought 
each other came face to face nnce more. Ünce 
again, wilh the cause of justice on our side. we 
w r ould w r age the mighty batiie of iruth ugumst 
ïnfamy. Surely, the regime was not prepared 
for the moral catastrophe in store for it. 

“How could the regime maintinn its false 
accusations? How could it keep secret all that 
had really iranspired. w^hile so many young 
men were wflling lo run onv risk — jdik 
torture, deaih, if meed be — to denounce Uhc 
Army’a acts) before the court? 

“In the first session, 1 was a witnesn Fm 
tw'o hours 1 was quesüoned by tho court ’s 
prosecutor as weïl as by tw'enty defense 
attonieys I was able to prove w r üh exact facts 
and figures the spms of mtèney that had been 
invested, the way ïn w r hich this money was 
collected, and the arms that w f e had managed 
to assemble. 1 had nothingto hide since all this 
wbs achieved by a self-abnegation unsur^ 
passed in ihe struggles of our Republic. 

EIUMANETRIlATMENT 

ï spoke oftheaims which insplred us in ojr 
struggle and of the humane and genereus 
l re at ment that w^e had at üll times accorded i* 1 
our adversaries. If I accomplished my purp^ist' 
of demnnstrating the namtivolvement, dire^ 1 
or indirect, of those men w p ht> were ffllse^ 
implicoted in this trial, 1 owe it to the complet' 
support and backing of my horoic comrs^ j 
f nr, as ï said, more concern over conseque^ 85 
would tifit make them regret fir repent bc iri - 
rebels and patriols. ! w as never allowed to talk 
wiih Ihem in prison; yei we were in fuü accord 
ns to how lo proceed. 

When men bear the same ideals in thdfr 
huarts, imthing Cön keep Lhem mcomniani- 
cado: nejtber walls of prisons nor sod 
ceineteries. Kor a single mernorv, a single 
spirit, o single idea, a single consciencc. 
single dignity. wïll sus la in them all.

months and over $175 million for 
the subsequent year. On top of 
the direct casts, the mission has 
also identified some indirect costF 
which wou ld affect the long-term 
development program of Mo¬ 
zambique, 

The findings and Cónclusïons of 
the mission have now been 
endorsed by the Economie and 
SocfaJ CounciJ, The ex tent to 
which the intern at ion at commu- 
nity can provide assistance to 
Mozambique depends, firstly, on 
the capabilities of the various 
bodies of Lhe United Nations to 


ronder such assistance, and the 
wiJJingnesa of member statos, 
parlicularly the developed coun- 
Iries, to provide assistance bolh 
bik lo rally and multüateraUy, 

So far the response on the 
willingness to provide assistance 
to Mozambique has been favor- 
nble. The UNDP and the United 
Nations Special Fund are cx- 
pecled to play a major role on the 
pan of the United Nations, It is 
also expected member slalos will 
provide assistance Lo Mozam¬ 
bique bolh bilateraüv and 
through the United Nations ma¬ 
ch inery. 

It is perhaps too early to 
determine w r hat amount of assist¬ 
ance will be provided lo Mozam¬ 
bique, bui there is every reason 
to believe Ihat a considerflble 
amount of assistance would be 
fortheoming, Several coumries 
have olready made firm plodges 
to assisi while some have in fact 
begun to contribute. On the 
whoie, prospects wouid appear to 
be bright.

Weapons 1 

The study of Chinese weapons 
hns always heid special signifi¬ 
cante — combaLive, artistic and 
LradiLionol — for many students 
of Chinese boxing styles. Each 
weapon, umque in itseïf, helps 
enhance n different side of the 
student's martial/combatlve 
character. furthering the indivi- 
dual's understandings and abil- 
kies as a whole as welf as 
building slamina, grece and 
fluidiiy* 

For some systems, few weftp- 
ons are Laüght. Fa-kua, for 
instarice, Kas but n few priniary 
weapons (spear. drcular sword, 

sword and knifeh 

Basicfilly. weapons are di- 
vided into fivc categories: long* 
soft. short, doublé, and weapons 
for throwing. There is also a 
caiegory for ''tools'’ such as 
benches, chairs, smoking pipes, 
etc. 

As ei mie, long weapons were 
used in ancient China by 
mountcd soldiers. The foot 
soldiérs used short weapons, 
The first military weapon was 
the spear, and it is known as the 
king of tong weapons. But unlike 
ether cultures, the users and 
practitioners of the spear in 
China never threw their spears. 
Aflcr all. why throw your 
weapon away? Someone might 
piek il up and ihrow il back at 
you, 

The spear could be the o]des! 
weapon in anyone s bi 9 tory, but 
there is One still nlder, the staff. 
The slaff is known as the father 
of long weapons. This weapon is 
cftlled single headed when only 
one end is used. Staff move- 
menls are called doublé headed 
when both ends are used and the 
weapon is held in the center 
instead of at one end. 

In contemporary times* the 
practical use of the abnvemen- 
lioned weapons or "tools" must 
be viewed in light of the 
circumstftnces that face the 
individual- 

Wh al weapon b training will 
enable the individual to do 
undor todoy‘s aLress conditions 
during unprovokèd altacks, is to 
utilize other objects that might 
be accessible. A water hose may 
replace the 9-section chain; a 
broom-hnndle may replace the 
stuff; or rolled newspaper the 
short wworij- _

Last week, Tanzania spear- 
headed the African withdraw&l 
from ihe Games, demanding that 
New Zealand be banned from the 
Olvmpics. {See lost week s issue 
of' THE BLACK PANTHÊR.) 
Tanzania and other nations on the 
African continent were furious 
over the recent South African tour 
of a New Zeaiand rugby team 
which look place in the aftermath 
of the recent mnssneres of Black 
Azanians (South Africansl during 
the Sr>weto rebellion - 

When Lhe Games opened this 
past Saturday, there was great 
speculation on whether other 
African naiions would follow r the 
example of Tanzania. The guess- 
ing quickly ended when a number 
of nalions did nol particip&te m 
the opening ceremonies. As of 
yet r there is still no definite way 
to determlne the ^ize of the 
pullout because many delegations 
are still awaiting the official word 
from their governments on whe¬ 
ther to stay or leave. 

The boycotting countries were 
(by the latest Information^ Tan- 
znnia, Somalia, Madagascar. 
Mauritius, Gambia, Nigeria, Al- 
geria, Kenya, Uganda^ Ethiopia, 
Kepublic of the Congo, Zambia, 
Egypt, Central African Republic, 
Gabon, Ghana, Libya, Niger. 
Sudan, Togo, Upper Volta, Iraq, 


Cameroon, and Guyana. 

The latest countiy to officjally 
withdraw over the question of 
New ZeaJand was the South 
American nation of Guyana, the 
first country in the Western 
Hemisphere to do so. 

The intransigence of the Inter¬ 
national Olympics Committee 
(IOC| will deny the Olympics the 
participation of such potential 
gold medal winners as distance 
runner Rübert Bayi of Tanzania, 
sprinter James Gilkes of Guyana 
and John Akiï Bua of Uganda, the 
world record helder for lhe 400 
meter hurdle.

The question of Taiwan, which 
oocupied the limelight ju^t a week 
ago, w r as flnally resolved w‘hen 
the Taiwanese deJegation packed 
its bags and went home.

In thé past, thous&nclg of ooffee 
pickers used to migrete from the 
South to the northem plantstions 
but the sourcés Midi Ihey have not 
done 90 this yeaT. Meny of these 
pickers live in an area of Angola 
which was dominated in Ihe fïght- 
ing by the Insing National Union 
for the Total Independence of 
Angola IUNÏTAI and large 
munbéfs have fled their homes U> 
live in thé bush, ihe smircea 
added. 

Anuther problem for the new 
govemment is the administration 
of bïg plantations w*hich were 
abandoned by thé Portuguese* 
who possessed all the necessary 
expertise- The Portuguese have 
been replaced to a certosn extént 
by Angolans and by Cuban 
advfsérs, but Nascimetito himself 
observéd that Cuba was nat & big 
coffee producer, indicaling that 
the Cubansdo noE have extensive 
expert knowledge. 

Liltlé detailed info mint ion is 
available hene about the situation 
on the plantations but sources 
said that coffee trees on manv 
plantations went antended last 
year becuuse of Lhé turmoil in 
Angola. This meant. the sources 
said, that the erop inevitably 
would suffer tiusyear. 

Another acute problem con- 
fronting the MPLA is a shortage 
of transportation. Hundreds of 
trucks either were immoblizod or 
shipped out of the country at the 
time of independence and offi¬ 
cials fidmit there are nol enough 
to meet their needs. 

Thé Angolan govemmenL, 
however. is making a major effort 
to make a success of the coffee 
harvest with méss campaigns on 
the official radio and the semioffi- 
cial press.
